Be¬ 
sides the Sheep that are dead, a 
flock which has once been dogged 
is said never to thrive-afterwards.

The enlightened people of the 
mountain counties, a happy-go- 
lucky race, are up to this time 
bearing with the tramps’ presence, 
grumbling a little to be sure, but 
many are still feeding and harbor¬ 
ing them. The ekiaens at the 
oounty should note it a matter of 
principle not to feed or shelter any 
of these west-bound vagrants. As 
for refugees, they carry terror with 
them wherever they go. Let a 
man once get a chance of infeotion 
of any dangerous disease and his 
first impulse is to fly from the 
danger, even.tho he is carrying it 
with him. A thousand stragglers 
might pass through this county, 
which is the only road open to 
them, and no one be harmed, but 
the next one might bring the dis¬ 
ease to depopulate half the county.
